The Tampico problem is now more vexatious than 
the border problem. It is comparatively a simple | 
matter to police the Mexican border when aggres- 
sions against Americans occur there, but what shall 
te done about Tampico, where outages upon Amer- | 
jeans occur almost daily? They are killed and de- 
spoiled, and the threat of taking their property from 
them {s constantly made under forms of rapacious 
taxation. 
The pacification of the district would be welcome 
at Washington. There would then remain the set- 
tlement of the oil controversy. The Mexican gov- 
ernment understands the American contention.

BY JANE EDDINGTON. — 
Cooked Vegetable Salads. 


In general, cooked vegetables put 
through a food chopper seem to me to 
be too mushy and therefore unattrac- 
tive for 4 salad. But there are ex- 
ceptions to all rules. String beans 
as cooked may or may not be pretty 
in a salad, and when we have but a 
few of them it is not an undesirable 
thing, it seems to me, to put them 
through the food chopper. If they 
have been bronzed in the cooking in- 
wtead of kept grass green, then put 
through the grinder they serve mainly 
as filling, d perhaps to set off a 
vegetable of ther shade. 

A salad of salf-cooked beans so pre- 
pared, and the other half of raw carrot 
put through the food chopper, may be 
mixed with French dressin mixed in 


a garlic rubbed bowl, molded, turned 
out on a lettuce leaf, ished a bit 
or not as one chooses, and be a most 

acceptable hot day salad. The carrot 


makes it handsome of color. “Tt is easy 


Ito mold after it is mixed with the 


dressing. Simply pack it into a small 
cup and turn it right out. It is not 
necessary that it stand. Cooked 
clipped ‘beets may be used in this salad. 
or sliced for a garnish. 

A recipe for a cooked salad ‘noted. 
the other day called for peas and 
wax beans, which were to be served 
with the ever popular Thousand Island} 
dressing, for which the following 
recipe was given: “One cup of thick 
mayonnaise dressing, six tablespoons 
of chili sauce, two chopped piimientos, 
one-half tablespoon of chopped chives. 
Combine and serve at once. The may- 
onnaise should be thick.“
